A  new  calibre  of  basketball  team  was 
now  representing  us.  Out-  of  -state  students,  along  with  the  best  of  the 
area  high  schools,  strengthened  our  teams.  We  saw  the  organization  of 
baseball,  tennis  ,  and  golf  teams.  And  here  too,  we  excelled.  The  golf 
team  went  undefeated;  the  tennis  team  won  all  its  nnatches  but  two;  and 
the  baseball  team,  though  not  a  champion,  made  us  very  proud. 

Yes,  our  class  has  a  great  deal  for  which  to  be  thankful,  for  ours  have 
been  good  years.  In  retrospect,  we  have  a  lot  to  be  proud  of  and  thank- 
ful for.  So,  to  you,  Wilnnington  College,  we  want  to  say  thanks  for  letting 
us  be  a  part  of  you;  as  your  tradition  grows,  may  we  be  remembered  for 
the  little  part  we  played.

Our  Dean  is  certainly  a  man  of  versatile  ability,  as  is  seen  by  his  many  accomplish- 
ments. His  work  has  taken  him  about  the  globe  from  Cairo,  Egypt,  to  Casablanca, 
Morocco. 

While  looking  over  his  past,  we  find  that  Dean  Randall  was  born  on  August  6,  1899,  at 
Belleville,  Jvlichigan.  From  the  University  of  Michigan  he  received  his  A.B.  and  M.A. 
degrees.  At  Hairvard  Theological  Seminary  he  was  awarded  his  PH.D.  in  philosophy, 
summa  cum  laude,  in  1929.  Dr.  Randall's  thesis  was  an  "Annotated  Catalog  of  Ananikian 
Collection  of  Arabic  Manuscripts." 

During  World  War  II,  he  served  as  a  lieutenant  colonel  with  the  Air  Force  and  with 
Military  Intelligence.  His  tour  of  duty  took  him  through  the  Mediterranean  area,  the 
Middle  East,  and  North  Africa. 

During  his  career  in  the  education  field,  he  has  been  dean  of  students  and  director  of 
libraries  of  the  University  of  Georgia,  and  academic  dean  of  the  U.S.  Merchant  Marine 
Academy.  He  was  a  member  of  a  connmittee  sent  to  reorganize  the  Vatican  Library  at 
Rome.  Dr.  Randall  is  a  master  of  languages,  having  taught  31  languages,  and  speaking 
eight  fluently.     He  has  written  several  books  on  library  science.

In  the  fall  of  1957  students  of  Wilmington  College  participated  in  a  new  activity  when  the  college 
was  chosen  to  send  representatives  to  the  first  Model  United  Nations  Assembly  in  the  South- 
eastern United  States.  The  Assembly  was  held  in  the  North  Carolina  State  Building  in  October 
of  that  year. 

Three  naembers  of  the  Sophonnore  Class  were  chosen  by  the  Student  Council  to  represent  the 
country  of  Greece  at  this  gathering.  Dick  Feagin,  Linda  Hines,  and  Susan  Parsons,  accompanied 
by  Ge  orge  Lyons,  member  of  our  faculty,  made  a  very  good  impression  on  the  other  schools 
attending.  The  Collegiate  Council  of  the  United  Nations  served  as  the  parent  organization  which 
sponsored  this  program  throughout  the  country.  North  Carolina  State  College  in  Raleigh  was  the 
host. 

Similar  to  the  actual  workings  of  the  United  Nations,  the  Model  Assembly  was  organized  with 
three  committees  functioning  aside  from  the  General  Plenary  Sessions.  Susan  Parsons  attended 
the  Ad  Hoc  Conamittee,  and  Linda  Hines  represented  us  in  the  Policical  and  Security  Committee. 
In  the  Economic  and  Social  Committee,  in  which  Dick  Feagin  represented  our  institution  and  the 
nation  of  G  r  e  e  c  e  ,  there  were  long  and  heated  discussions  on  the  disarmament  talks.  It  was  in 
this  committee  that  our  delegate  introduced  a  proposal  on  the  Cypriot  disturbances.  The  United 
Nations  in  New  York  has  tried  for  several  sessions  to  have  this  question  included  on  its  agenda. 
In  the  Model  Assembly  this  task  was  great,  but  was  accomplished  by  the  outstanding  students 
representing  Wilmington  College. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Lyons,  the  proposal  passed  the  committee  meeting  and  was  selected 
as  one  of  the  resolutions  to  be  presented  before  the  General  Plenary  Session  which  was  held  on 
Saturday  mo  r  n  ing  as  the  conclusion  of  the  assembly  drew  near .  In  this  general  meeting,  Dick 
Feagin,  along  with  a  student  from  Johnson  C.  Smith  University,  presented  the  resolution  and 
spoke  in  favor  of  it.  The  resolution  proposed  to  censor  Great  Britain  for  its  militaristic 
domination  of  the  people  of  Cyprus  against  their  desire.  The  original  proposal  was  amended  and 
passed  by  the  General  Plenary  Session. 

Before  the  closing  of  the  first  assennbly.  Miss  Connie  Curry,  the  area  representative  of  the 
Collegiate  Council  of  the  United  Nations,  presided  over  the  meeting,  and  four  members  of  all 
the  schools  in  attendance  were  elected  to  serve  as  a  continuation  committee  to  lay  plans  for  the 
second  Model  Assembly  which  is  to  be  held  at  Chapel  Hill  next  year,  with  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  as  host.  Dick  Feagin  was  elected  to  this  committee  along  with  students  from 
U.N.C.,  Duke,  and  N.C.  State  College. 

Wilmington  College  is  now  an  active  member  of  the  Model  United  Nations  Assembly  and  will 
continue  to  be  active  in  the  years  to  come.  We  are  proud  that  we  are  among  the  colleges  to  be 
chosen  to  participate  in  this  far-reaching  program  which,  we  feel,  is  of  importance  to  us  as 
future  leaders   of  America  and  of  the  World.
